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HISTORY OF MISSIONS 
[ Const» ued | 
ENGLISH BAPTIST MISSIONS, 


Tn 1784. an association of Baptist Min- 
istersin England set apart one hour, on the 
first Monday evening of every month, for 
special prayer for the extension of Chris:’s 
kingdom in the world. In about -even 
years. they began to see the necessity of 
uniting exertion with prayer. Rev Mr. 
Carey in particular. whose mind had been 
deeply affected with the state of the heath 
en world from his first entrance on the 
ministry, urged the subject repeatedly up- 
ov his brethren. In the spring of 1792, 
he preached at an association from L-a 
lit. 2, 3. from which passage he pres-ed 
these two exhortations, expect great things 
—attempt great things. Since that tine, 
great things have been attempted, and 
great suecessin some particulars ha- been 
realized ‘The immediate effeet was, tia 
the plan of a society was formed, whieh 
was organized in October following. 

Mr Thomas. who had spent some time 
in India as a surgeon, and had made some 
attempts to instruct the natives. was de- 
puted to return thither as their missiona- 
ry. He and Mr Carey «ailed togesher 1) 
June. and arrived at Caleutta in Noverm- 
ber. 1793. Here they were called to trials. 
Their remittances failed, and they were 
without means of support in a strange land. 
Mr. Carey went into the country, and took 
land for tillage. Mr Thomas remained 
at Caleutta, hoping to live by his profes 
sional practice. Soon however they took 
charge of indigo factories, where they had 
ample support, had the charge of several 
hundred Hindoo-, and much cime for mis 
sionary labor. They instrueted she work 
men, set up sehools in the faciories, and 
preached to the patives, both at their pla- 
ees of residence, and in various excursions. 

Atthe end of two years, some of the 
idolatrous, supersti}1ous Hindoos appeared 
to be impressed; and some Mahometans 
excited their hopes. But none had reso 
lution to renounce caste, und forsake ail, 
to tullow Christ In 1796, Mr. Fouutain 
joined them in the mission. ‘Two Buglish 
wen, settled in Bengal, were baptized and 
a chareh was gathered. Svon alter, Mi 
Fernandez, a Portuguese setiled at Dina- 
gepore, invited them to preach there, 
whieh they did. Mr & embraced the 
truth, erected a sehool at hi, own expense 
for native children, and eventually became 
a preacher. 

In 1799, the society at home sent out 
Messrs. Marshman, Graot and Bransdon, 
with their wives; Mr. Ward. and Miss 
Vidd, afterwards Mrs. Fountaim. The 
facories having been given up, and the 
governor refusing permission to the breth 
reu to settle with Mr Carey, the whole 
company setiled at Serampore. under the 
Danish government, a few iniles above 
Caleutta. Here they agreed to have all 
their property im common, and that the la 
bor of each should be for the benefit of the 
ii-ston, 

Mr. Grant died a few days after his ar- 
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lowed him in lessthan a year. Mr. Ward 
had been a printer He soon put to press 
the new textament in Bengalee, which had 
heen prepared Mr. and Mrs Marshman 
opened a school = “They who had acquired 
the language commenced preaching in the 
town and neighbourhood 

Six years had elapsed. and no convert 
had appeared. A spirit of prayer now 
deseended on them, and they dwelt more 
than ever on the death of Christ in their 
preaching. Atlength Kristno and Gokool 
came and ate with them, and thus volun- 
turily lost caste forever, 

A day was appointed for baptizing them, 
with K’s wife and her sister A mob of 
2000 people tried. before the time, to pre- 
vent it by threats and violence  Kristno 
alone came He became an active axsis 
tant and preacher ; but <uffered much per 
secution. ‘The others afterwards receiv- 
ed bapticm ; and also Gokool’s wife and 
Kri«tno’s son in law, who had at first 
made violen' oppositions. 

In 1801, the printing of the new Testa 
ment was finished: Serampore fell into 
the ha ds of the English; and Mr Carey 
was appoin'ed to an office in the evllege 
of Fort William This appoivtment ha- 
heen a great benefit tothe mixsion. ‘The 
large salary has aided its funds; the du 
ties of the office and its eonnexion have 
qualified Mr. C. for translations : and the 
situation has furnished him with mach 
help in that employment; while he ha. 
not been preeluded from preaching, and 
other duties of the mission. 

In i801, died Mr. Brunsdon and Mr. 
Thomas. Jn 1802. seven natives were 
haptized. one of whom beeame a preacher. 
In 1803. were baptized 13, among whom 
were 2brahmins One of these heeame a 
preacher. $n 4808, Mi Chamberlain and 
wife arrived She died at Cutwa. the 
year following He married the widow of 
Mr Grant, who also soon died. In three 
months of the year 1405, 21 were baptized 
lhe same year, + new labore: -, with their 
wives arrived: and 219 139% Ai the 
ime the govermnent lad them under re 
trieions. which would nearly have brok- 
enoup the mission, if they had not obtain- 
ed an abatement. For a time they omit 
ted their excursions in the country, and 
preaching in Caleut a 

The mission however prospered. and 
some branehes were formed. In Mare 
1St2. it suffered a -evere trial in the burn 
ing of the printing office and ware hou-e, 
:20 by 40 feet, with types. furmture. and 
manuseript copies of the seriptures. and 
other valuable property. Phe loss was 
estimated at $33.000 The even: excited 
the charity of the publie ln 8 weeks af- 
ter tie news was received. more than $40, 
000 were raised in Kogland. In the Uni- 
ted States. about $7000 was eolleeted from 
various denominations. Nearly $5000 
had before been sent from this country. 
for the translations 

This is a briefearly history of the Bap- 
list mission in the Kast Indies. Many 
other stations are oceupied. all connected 
together, and with Serampore he eommon 
eentre A sketch of ihe-e stations at the 
latest dates ; and also of the translations 
of the seriptures in many different langua 
ges, must be deferred till our next aumber.

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Extract of a letter from Boston. dated Feb- 
ruary 3, 1823. 

“Mr. Dwight supposes the seriousness 
in Park-street Church to have commence 
ed with the establishment of a class for 
Biblical instruction, near the close of the 
month of September last. Since that pe 
riod the number of persons who have been 
to converse with him he considers to ex- 
eeed 200 The number of hopeful con- 
versions is large; but as no regular list 
has been kept we cannot in either case 
count with accuracy. It is not merely by 
counting that we derive encouragement 
The whole aspect of things seems new ‘The 
strong holds of the enemy are beginning ev 
idently to be shaken, the tokens for good 
are various and almost innumerable, and 
every thing seems preparing for a great 
work. Inthe Old South Chureh appear- 
ances are eneouraging. Mr. Wisner is 
greatly encouraged by his prospects. 

Mr. Dwight meets his Bible class onee 
a fortnight. It numbers considerably more 
than 200, and is eomposed of youth from 
several congregations. Mr Wisner has 
also a Bible ctass, and so has Mr. May- 
Jand, a Baptist Clergyman, and Mr. Fay 
of Charleston. 

Among our enquirers have been a num- 
ber from the Unitarian congregations, 
No one can witness what we daily behold, 
without feeling that the power of God is 
strikingly manifested in tais city. ‘There 
is no part of the christian world, perhaps 
where a revival of religion is so interest. 
ing asin Boston, and vo where could it 
impuse a greater responsibility upon 
christians in this vieinity & ata distance 
I consider christians every where. who 
know our situation, as having something 
to do for us. ‘The Rev. Mr. Hanes from 
Glosterbury, Conn. was psovidentially 
sent here six or eight weeks sinee, and 
was immediately hired to labour with us 
Dr. Payson came to assist us, but was af- 
ter preaching one Sabbath. so much affeer- 
ed by acold -wpon his lungs, that a sus- 

ension of his kabours seemed indispensa- 
le, and he has returned to his people 
Perhaps our expectations from him were 
two high, and God has removed him, that 
we might place all our dependance on an 
Almighty arm. 

You will not doubt dear sir, that Mr. 
Dwight’s labours are incessant, or that he 
seeds in a peculiar manner the prayers of 
his christian friends and brethren in the 
ministry FT would suggest the propriety 
of devoting one evening exclusively to 
prayer for Boston and this vietnity, in- 
eluding expecially the University at Cam- 
bridge. I mean by this, that these should be 
the principal subjects of your supplieations 
—! beliewe that this has already been doue 
by christians at New Haven 

L regret that I should not be able to give 
you amore interesting detail of parties 
lars. Every day furnishes fresh testimo- 
ny of God’s presence. and stronger reason 
to believe that the work will be a great 
one, bul facis of this kind cannot be made
